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MARKET  REVIEW 


Despite  higher  prices  for  sugar  this  year,  preliminary  reports  show  that  primary 
distributors  have  sold  more  sugar  this  year  than  was  sold  during  the  same  period 
last  year.     Sales  for  July  197^  totaled  1,085,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  as  compared 
with  1,025,000  tons  for  July  1973-    reports  for  August  1-17  show  sales  of  607,000 
short  tons,  down  slightly  from  the-  6^0,000  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Sales  in  197**  through  August  17  totaled  7,360,000  tons,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.     This  compares  with  distribution  of  7,160,000  tons  and  7,082,000  tons, 
respectively,  during  the  same  periods  of  1973  and  1972.    However,  at  year-end  1973 
there  were  6,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delievered,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged 
to  quotas  during  December  1973  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of 
197^-     Constructive  deliveries  totaled  130,000  tons  in  1972  and  88,030  tons  in  1971. 
Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  August  17,  197^  totaled  7,366,000  tons  compared 
with  7,290,000  and  7,170,000  tons  respectively,  physically  delivered  through  August  17, 
1973  and  1972. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported  by  states  of  destination  totaled  106,366,000 
hundredweight  for  the  first  six  months  of  197^.     This  was  an  increase  of  3-1  percent 
over  the  same  period  last  year  with  increases  occuring  In  four  of  the  five  geographic 
regions.     The  West  had  the  greatest  increase,  1+.9  percent,  followed  by  the  South  which 
was  up  If.  3  percent.     Deliveries  in  the  Forth  Central  and  Mid-Atlantic  regions  were  up 
2.1*  and  2.2  percent,  respectively.     The  new  England  region  decreased  .1*  percent  below 
deliveries  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Thirty-five  states  received  more  sugar  during  January-June  197^-  as  compared  with 
those  months  of  1973,  while  15  states  received  less.     There  were  nine  states  with 
reported  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.     Illinois  had  the  largest 
increase,  81*7,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  Delaware  up  1*28,000,  California  up 
1*18,000,  New  Jersey  up  310,000  and  Michigan  up  307,000.    Of  the  15  states  where 
reported  deliveries  declined,  only  Wisconsin  and  Missouri  were  as  much  as  100,000 
hundredweight  lower. 

Preliminary  reports  of  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary 
distributors  on  August  3,  197**  totaled  1,569,000  short  tons,  raw  value.     This  was 
380,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  1*71,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  July 
last  year.     Beet  processors'  stocks  of  792,000  tons  were  down  251,000  tons  from  the 
end  of  June  but  up  22,000  tons  from  the  end  of  July  last  year.     Cane  sugar  refiners 
reported  631,000  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  on  hand  on  August  3,  1971*. 
This  was  73, 0°°  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  June  and  365,000  tons  less  than  on 
July  31,  1973. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York,  as 
established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  (No.  10 
Contract),  averaged  28.35  cents  per  pound  during  July,  up  from  26. 30  cents  during 
June  and  up  177  percent  from  the  July  1973  average  of  10.25  cents.     The  average  price 
for  July  was  232  percent  of  the  price  objective  as  specified  in  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  spot  quotation  exhibited  good  strength  during  the  last  10  marketing  days  of 
July,  rising  from  28.00  cents  per  pound  on  July  18  to  31.50  cents  on  July  25.  The 
price  remained  at  this  level  through  August  2.    On  Monday,  August  5,  the  spot  price 
was  up  25  points  to  31-75  cents.     The  quotation  gained  strength  on  August  6  to  32.50 
cents,  and  on  August  7  it  peaked  at  33.00  cents  per  pound. 

Thereafter  the  price  declined  to  31-50  cents  on  August  12  and  13.    On  the  llfth, 
the  market  gained  strength  to  32.50  cents  and  by  August  23  the  New  York  spot  price 
was  at  a  new  all  time  high  of  33.25  cents  per  pound.     The  August  1-23  average  of  the 
spot  price  was  32.22  cents  as  compared  with  10.73  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
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During  the  period  under  review,  there  were  several  changes  in  the  wholesale  r 
refined  sugar  price  quotation  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags--the  basis 
pack.    Cane  sugar  refiners  increased  the  wholesale  price  quotation  in  the  Northeast, 
Southeast  and  Gulf  regions  effective  August  1,  from  33-10  cents  to  35.00  cents  per 
pound.     These  prices  were  increased  again  on  August  12  to  36. 50  cents,  and  on  August 
26,  the  price  quotation  was  raised  to  38. 60  cents  per  pound  for  100-pound  bags. 

The  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Chicago-west  region 
was  quoted  at  32.70  cents  per  pound  on  August  1,  and  increased  to  36. 50  cents  and 
38.60  cents  on  August  12  and  26,  respectively.    On  August  1,  the  price  quotation 
for  beet  sugar  in  the  Chicago-west  and  Eastern  regions  was  32.70  cents.  The 
quotation  was  increased  to  3^-95  cents  on  August  15  in  the  Chicago-west  and  to  36. 10 
cents  in  the  Eastern  region  on  August  12.  > 

The  wholesale  price  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  the  Northwest  was  increased 
August  1  from  30.00  cents  to  31.50  cents  and  again  on  August  21  to  33.75  cents  per  pound. 
In  the  Pacific  'Coast  region  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar,  cane  and  beet,  was 
31.60  cents  per  pound  on  August  1  and  increased  to  35.00  cents  on  August  19. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  August  26,  197^  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  * 
wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  in  bulk  by  regions.    Significant  variations  of  actual  price 
from  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain  regions,  reflecting  discounts  from  competitive  1 
conditions .

The  U.S.   average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
averaged  32.11+  cents  per  pound  in  July,  up  from  28.32  cents  in  June  and  II+.92  cents 
in  July  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of  115  percent  during  the  12 -month  period. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports  averaged  25.1+0  cents 
per  pound  during  July    ,  up  from  23.67  cents  in  June  and  9«8l  cents  in  July  of  1973- 
During  July  of  this  year,  the  price  ranged  from  a  low  of  22.50  cents  on  July  2  and 
3  to  a  high  of  28.75  cents  on  July  29.    For  the  period  August  1-23  the  world  price 
averaged  30. kk,  up  from  9.22  cents  for  the  same  period  in  August  1973.     From  August  1 
through  August  23  of  this  year  the  world  price  has  ranged  from  a  low  of  27-75  cents 
per  pound  on  August  1  to  a  high  of  33. 80  on  August  23. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  August  3,  197^  totaled  5^7 ,^6l  short  tons 
960  basis,  compared  with  725,519  tons  produced  through  August  k,  1973  and  69^,1+20 
tons  through  August  5,  1972. 

Puerto  Rican  raw  sugar  mills  produced  291,120  short  tons  of  sugar,  raw  value, 
from  their  1973-7^  crop.    This  compares  with  255,17^  tons  from  last  year's  crop. 


On  August  12,  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  Crop  Reporting  Board  made  the 
following  statement  about  the  197^  sugarbeet  crop. 
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Production  of  sugarbeets  in  197^  is  forecast  at  22.5  million  tons,  8  percent 
below  a  year  earlier  and  down  21  percent  from  the  1972  record  high  output.  The 
decline  in  production  from  1973  results  from  a  2  percent  drop  in  acreage  for  harvest 
and  lower  prospective  yields  in  North  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska. 

High  temperatures  and  shortage  of  moisture  cut  yield  prospects  in  Kansas  and 
Nebraska.  Some  acreage  was  lost  in  North  Nakota  from  flooding  in  late  duly  and  hail 
damage  on  the  first  of  August.  Shortage  of  moisture  during  July  and  lateness  of 
plantings  reduced  yield  prospects  in  Minnesota.  In  Michigan  rains  are  needed  to 
replenish  soil  moisture.  Prospects  are  good  in  Colorado,  ladho,  and  Washington. 
The  California  crop  is  making  normal  progress  with  harvest  nearing  completion  in 
southern  areas . 

Changes  between  the  August  1  forecast  and  the  final  estimate  have  averaged  0.8 
million  tons  for  the  past  decade--  ranging  from  0.1  to  1.7  million  tons. 

The  board  also  made  the  following  statement  about  the  conditions  of  this  year's 
sugarcane  crop. 

Production  of  sugarcane  for  sugar  and  seed  is  forecast  at  26.7  million  tons, 
up  h  percent  from  1973' s  crop  of  25.8  million  tons.     This  rise  can  be  attributed  to 
a  larger  acreage  and  higher  yield  of  35.9  tons  per  acre,  1  ton  above  a  year  earlier. 
Yields  in  all  states  except  Florida  are  above  a  year  ago . 

Growing  conditions  have  been  favorable  in  all  states  except  Florida  where  an 
excess  of  moisture  is  currently  a  problem.     Operations  in  Hawaii  have  partially 
recovered  from  effects  of  the  March-April  strike.     The  Louisiana  crop  has  made 
good  growth  with  adequate  rainfall.     Irrigation  has  been  required  to  sustain  a 
good  crop  in  Texas . 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  10  197*1  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION,  PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  197*+  SUGAR  QUOTA  DEFICITS 

July  25,  "197*4-  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  today  declared  additional 
deficits  in  sugar  quotas  totaling  10*1,589  short  tons  for  Ecuador,  Haiti,  Honduras, 
Nicaragua  and  Panama  and  prorated  this  amount  to  nine  other  Western  Hemisphere  countries 
able  to  supply  additional  sugar. 

The  deficits  in  the  quotas  are  (short  tons,  raw  value)  Ecuador,  3^? 000; 
Haiti,  33,58*+;  Honduras,  10,216;  Nicaragua,  10,000  and  Panama,  16,789. 

The  nine  countries  receiving  increases  in  quotas  and  the  amounts  in  short  tons, 
raw  value,  are  Argentina,  8,632;  Belize,  3,836;  Bolivia,  73^+5  Colombia,  7,672: 
Dominican  Republic,  30,000;  Guatemala,  4,500;  Peru,  20,500:  Ei  Salvador,  5,^73;  and 
West  Indies,  23,2*+2. 

Availability  of  foreign  sugar  was  determined  from  wires  recently  received  from 
all  quota  countries  in  response  to  a  USDA  query.     Today's  action  does  not  change  the 
quota  level  from  12,500,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  nor  does  it  change  the  amount  to  be 
supplied  from  foreign  countries. 

The  USDA  is  required  by  law  to  periodically  determine  whether  any  area  or  country 
will  fail  to  fulfill  its  quota  obligations .     Each  foreign  country  that  will  not  be 
able  to  fill  its  revised  quota  as  announced  today  is  to  so  notify  the  USDA  of  the 
amount  of  such  shortfall  as  soon  as  possible.

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 


July  30,  197*1.     The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  the  determination 
of  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  197*+-erop  sugarbeets.     The  determination  requires 
processor-producers  to  pay  for  all  sugarbeets  they  process  at  prices  not  less  than 
those  provided  in  their  197*+- crop  purchase  contracts  with  producers.  (Aug.  2  and  Aug.  20, 
197*+  Fed.  Reg.). 
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August  9,  1974.     The  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  rates  for  processing  the 
1974  crop  of  Hawaiian  sugarcane  was  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.     The  determination  continues  all  provisions  of  the  1973  crop  determination 
(Aug.  Ik,  197*+  Fed.  Reg.). 

August  21,  197*+.     Minimum  wage  rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  harvesting  of  sugar- 
cane in  Louisiana,  Florida  and  Texas  were  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

In  Louisiana,  the  new  minimum  hourly  wage  rates  established  for  the  harvest 
season  are  $2.50  for  harvester,  loader  and  transfer  loader  operator,  tractor  and  truck 
drivers,  and  harvester  bottom  blade  and  hoist  operators;  and  $2.30  for  all  other  workers. 
In  comparison  with  last  year's  determination,  wage  rates  are  increased  for  tractor  and.* 
truck  drivers  by  ^5  cents  per  hour  and  for  harvester  and  loader  operators  and  all  other 
workers  by  ^0  cents  per  hour . 

In  Florida,  the  basic  minimum  wage  rates  established  by  the  prior  determination 
are  increased  by  30  cents  per  hour  for  each  class  of  worker.     This  results  in  wage 
minimums  of  $2.75  for  tractor  drivers  and  principal  operators  of  mechanical  harvesting 
and  loading  equipment,  and  $2.^-5  for  all  other  workers. 

In  Texas,  the  newly  established  minimum  wage  rates  are  $2.75  per  hour  for  tractor*- 
drivers ,  truck  drivers  and  principal  operators  of  mechanical  harvesting  and  loading 
equipment;  and  $2.*J-5  for  all  other  workers.     This  amounts  to  a  30  cents  per  hour 
across-the-board  increase  for  Texas  sugarcane  f ieldworkers . 

The  basic  minimum  wage  rates  announced  today  become  effective  on  Sept.  l6,  197*+ 
in  Louisiana;  on  Sept.  30,  197*+  in  Florida;  and  on  Oct.  lh,  197*+  in  Texas.     In  each 
instance  the  new  wages  will  be  effective  approximately  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  197*+  crop  harvest  in  the  respective  states.     The  individual  wage 
determinations  will  be  issued  by  the  department  and  published  in  the  Federal  Register** 
prior  to  the  specified  effective  date  (Press  Release  2389-7*+)-

2.  July  1974  sugar  deliveries  for  Continental  U.S.   consumption  1,087,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  99,000  tons  from  June  1974 
and  up  63,000  tons  from  July  1973.     January- July  1974  deliveries 
6,755,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  235,000  tons  from  January- July 
1973.     Final  data  for  June  1974  deliveries  988,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  --  previously  published  as  962,000  tons. 

3.  Primary  distributors'   stocks  August  3,  1974  were  1,569,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  471,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
July  last  year  and  down  380,000  tons  from  June  29,  1974.  During 
June,  refiners'   stocks  decreased  73,000  tons,  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  251,000  tons,  Mainland  cane  processors'  stocks 
decreased  55,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar 
stocks  decreased  1,000  tons. 

4.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  through  July  31,  1974  were  6,263,412 
tons  leaving  a  balance  of  6,236,588  tons  to  be  supplied  within 
the  12,500,000  ton  total. 

5.  January- June  1974  deliveries,  as  compared  with  January- June  1973 
were  up  3.1  percent  with  increases  occuring  in  four  of  the  five 
geographical  regions.     The  West  increased  the  most  --'4.9  percent, 
followed  by  the  South  up  4.3  percent,  the  North  Central  up  2.4 
percent  and  the  Mid- Atlantic  up  2.2  percent.     The  New  England 
region  was  down  .4  percent. 

6.  Through  August  3,  1974  the  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for 
consumption  at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  just 
under  78  million  pounds  or  about  66  percent  of  the  9-month  quota 
through  September  30,  1974  and  about  46  percent  of  the  calendar 
year  quota.
